ACCUSED OF WHOLESALE MURDER,
Feanr of Detection Cnused the Crimi-
pnl to Commit Sulelde,

ROCK ISLAND, 1L, Aprll 2—Hundreds of
personsg today visited the Bastian farm,
which s under posscssion of SBherlff Hemen-
way and a corps of deputies. The finding of
the decomposed body of John Louderboch
under a pile of rubbish on the farm yesterday
strengtheny the general bellef that Henry
F. Bastlan was an Inhuman flend and that he
committed suleide March 13 last bechuse he
feared his criminal record was about to be

leld bare,

The following is a list of men who worked
upon Bastlan's farm and mysteriously ds-
appeared shortly after they were pald off
and digcharged, and all of them are belleved
to have been slain by Bast!an: Fred Kusch-
mann, whose body was found a month ago
by the road a mlile from the Bastian farm:
John Louderboch, whose remains were un-
covered yesterday, more than a year since
he disappeared; Fritz Kilernzen, who has
not been seen or heard from elnce the spring
of 1884; Marshall Lewls, who disappeared
ln 1889,

Bastinn testifled at the Kuschmann Inguest
that he hoad paid Kuschmann $79 the night
of his death, He sald Kuschmann rode a
fractlous horse, which retvrned to the farm
without a saddle. He sald he then went
In gearch of Kuschimann and found him lying
dead by the slde of the road a mile away.
On this testimony the corcner's jury re-
turned a wverdlet of “accldental death.” A
local newspaper called publie attentlon to n
number of signlfcapt foacts that had been
ignored by the coroner's Jury. Kuschmann's
overcoal hnd been found In the road with
the marks of blocdy bhands upon the back
of It. Two silver dollars was all the money
found In his pocket, although Bastian swore
to paylng him $79 an hour previous to the
finding of the body, The doctor's examination
of Kuschmann's head after the Inguest
showed that the wound had been Inflicted
by a club Instead of by horse hoofs, as
the coroner's physician lad concluded, When
Bastian learned he was suspected of the
murder he (old contradictory stories. Hiw
name was aleo connected with the burning
af Farmer Laughlin's barn two nighta before
the robbery. While the barn was burning
an attempt was made o rob Laughlin's
house, -

A SILVER FIGHT AT ALBWY

Exposure of the Effort to Invalie
date the Present Sterling
Law.

ALBANY, N. Y., Muarch 11.—Ocea-
slonally in legislation heve there Is
something of interest ontside the renlm
of polities entlrely—something in which
women as well a8 men are concerned,
and families gquite a8 much as the ire-
qm'lnu-m of snloons and corner gro-
Ceries,

Sneh ig the attempt to practically in-
validate and make of no effect the ben-
eficent sterling silver law passed In
IS as an amendment to the penal
code and which  makes It a misde-
meanor, punishable by fine and impris-
onment, for any one in the state elther
to manufacture or sell goods m-u'lu'd
“Sterling” that do not contain 925 parts
of pure sllver to 76 parts of alloy,

The law as it stands s eminently
Just and proper. It works hardship to
no one; it I8 for the benefit of no class
in partienlur, but It Is intended to pro-
Libit, and, if strictly enforeed, It would
prohibit a species of s\\'lutlllng against
which, unfortunately, there is, other-
wlse, very little protectlon.

FFor it eannot be too widely under-
stood that in no deseription of goods is
it more easy to decelve the purchaser
than In silverware. Such is the pe-
culiar natare of the alloy that it may ba
fully half base metal and yet present
the same appearance to  the eye as
though It were 925-1,000 pure silver,
which is the sterling standard.

Consequently great quantities of dis-
honest sllver have been palmed off for
genuine, and even after the passage of
the present law an investigation in New
York City disclosed the fact that most
of the leading dry goods and depart-
ment stores were still selling for “ster-
ling” stuff that had no claim or title to
the name,  Out of 32 specimens col-
leeted at random, and assayed at the
United States mint, only one renched
the legnl standard, and in many there
wius not a farthing’s worth of silver In
thelr composition.

Of course these exposures, and the
consequent action tnken to enforee the
statute, struck a pretty havd blow at
this lllegal commerce, and the bill now
before the legislature by which It I8
proposed to “amend” the present law s
clearly enough an attempt to destroy ita
effect.  For while reading very plausi-
bly on the surface, it merely prohibite
the manufacture of the dishonest, or
what hans been ealled “dry goods” sils
ver, and as most of it s made ontslde
the state this would have litle if any
detorrent effect, wherens the sale belng
nllowed under the amendment, it woul®
simply open an outlet for the dishonest
stuff through any dealer disposed to
handle it.
